TO  THE  RESCUE 

It’s  an  ill  wind  that  blows  nobody  good. 

And  it  would  be  an  “ill”  newspaper  that  didn’t  try 
to  “give  the  other  side”  of  -a  current  issue  or  problem.  The 
Brigham  Young  University  student  Senate  has  come  under 
fire  recently  in  the  Daily  Universe  safety  valve  and  pol- 
itical columns. 

LOOKING  AT  BOTH  SIDES 

While  supporting  the  right  of  people  to  express  their 
opinions  on  the  problems  of  our  Senate  we  feel  an  obli- 
gation to  make  some  positive,  and,  incidently,  valid,  ob- 
servations about  the  same  body. 

The  ASBYU  Senate  has  undertaken  a broader,  more 
comprehensive  program  this  year,  than  perhaps  ever  be- 
fore. Our  understanding  of  the  Senate  philosophy  on  en- 
tering into  national  issues  is  to  broaden  the  base  of  BYU 
student  relations.^ As  students  in  a shrinking  world,  we 
must  be  more  and  more  aware  of  events  and  trends  out- 
side the  campus  which  vitally  affect  us,  now  and  later. 
PROBLEM  OF  COVERAGE 

Another  point  which  perhaps  does  not  give  the  Senate 
credit  it  deserves  concerns  Universe  coverage.  The  Uni- 
verse reporter  attends  Senate  sessions  and  reports  what 
goes  on  there.  This,  however,  is  a very  small  representa- 
tion of  what  the  Senate  as  a whole  does. 

Individual  senators  spend  hours  investigating,  inter- 
viewing and  doing  research  on  the  bills  and  resolutions 
they  are  proposing.  Many  times,  after  hours  of  study  and 
research,  it  is  decided  that  a certain  bill  is  not  necessary, 
and  therefore  doesn’t  get  presented.  All  the  work,  there- 
for, goes  unnoticed. 

We  were  talking  recently  with  the  bureau  chief  of 
one  of  the  national  wire  services  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He 
said,  jokingly,  “We’ve  pulled  our  reporter  out  of  the 
state  Capitol  and  put  him  on  the  city  hall.”  He  referred, 
of  course,  to  the  fact  that  there  would 'probably  be  much 
more  “doing”  in  city  hgll  news-wise  than  the  state  cap- 
itol. 

This  is  a rather  sad  commentary,  that  controversial 
figures  in  politics  and  other  pltices  receive  more  publicity 
than  the  quietly  dedicated,  unspectacular  persons,  yvho 
really  carry  the  load. 

We  believe  that  ASBYU  Senate  personnel,  are  hard 
working  and  competent.  They  seem  to  sense  the  responsi- 
bility of  “their  office  in  most  cases  and  attempt  diligently 
to  carry  out  that  responsibility.  When  they  don’t  there 
are  certainly  enough  people  around  who  tell  them  so. 


MUDDY  SHOES 

Besides  providing  material  for  news  releases,  Brig- 
ham Young  University’s  “grand  canyon”  .and  the  other 
extensive  construction  projects  pose  a real  problem. 

The  30  foot  deep  by  60  foot  wide  excavation  which 
is  being  sliced  across  the  northeast  portion  of  the  campus 
virtually  isolates  Heritage  Halls.  The  girls  coming  down 
from  the  halls  have  had  to  switch  back  and  forth,  choos- 
ing one  path  and  then  another  all  during  the  autumn 
construction  period. 

Now  the  “canyon”  is  slated  to  cut  across  the  access 
ro'ad  in  front  of  the  D Dormitories.  This  is  the  gals’  “last 
escape  route.” 

^ The  planning  committees  have  undoubtedly  made 
provisions  in  the'  construction  plans  to  get  students  to 
and  from  their  classroms.  We  think  that,  in  addition  to 
the  preliminary  plans  made  in  this  regard,  however,  that 
continuous  observation  should  be  made  to  see  that  stu- 
dents and  faculty  are  not  subjected  to  unnecessary  de- 
tours and  mud  routes. 

On  the  other  hand,  students  should  realize  that  with 
a $10  million  building  project  which  encompasses  a major 
overhaul  of  the  existing  campus,  there  is  bound  to  be  some 
inconvenience.  Certain  things  have  to  be  done  and  some- 
times there  is  no  painless  way  to  do  them. 

Perhaps  the  students  who  have  to  put  up  with  the 
inconvenience  but  will  not  enjoy,  directly,  the  benefits  of 
the  new  buildings,  could  have  a “pioneers  across  the 

plains”  attitude. 

Having  an  attitude  that  such  inconvenience  is  a nec- 
essary step  toward  a -greater  university,  and  therefore 
should  be  accepted  with  a minimum'  of  bad  feeling,  is  a 
mature  attitude.  Most  students  who  are  involved  in  the 
problem  are,  most  probably,  mature  students.

Candidates 
Views  Give 
On  Religion

WASHINGTON,  Feb.  4 — Of 
the  men  most  often  mentioned  | 
as  possible  presidential  candi- 
dates, five  are  members  of 
Protestant  churches  and  one  — 
Sen.  John  F.  Kennedy  — is  a 
Catholic. 

Kennedy’s  Catholicism  has 
been  the  subject  of  a good  deal 
of  public  discussion.  But  rela- 
tively little  attention  has  been 
focused  on  the  religiou.s  affilia-' 
tions  of  the  other  potential  candi- 
dates. 

A DISTINGUISHED  Catholic 
editor,  John  Cogiey  of  Common- 
wealth Magazine,  suggests  that 
there  is  a reason,  other  than 
mere  prejudice,  for  this  differ- 
ential of  interest.  ' 

“We  all  have  legit^hiate  inter- 
est in  how  the  president  reaches 
his  ideas  of  wrong  and  right, 
good  and  bad,”  Cogiey  wrote  re- 
cently. ‘Tn  the  case  of  Protes- 
tant presidents,  with  the  Protes- 
tant emphasis  on  individual 
judgment,  it  has  largely  been  a 
question  of  sizing  up  the  man 
himself.  The  influence  of  his 
church,  we  have  been  led  to 
believe,  was  com'paratively  in- 
direct. 

“A  CATHOLIC  president,  t>n 
the  other  hand,  would  have  to 
acknowledge  that  the  teachings 
of  the  church  are  of  prime  im- 
portance to  him.  . . unlike  the 
Protestant,  the  Catholic  believes 
that  the  church  is  a visible  body, 
hierarchically  organized,  which 
speaks  with  God-given  authority 
on  questions  of  faith  and  mor- 
als.” 

It  is  possible,  of  course,  to  con- 
jecture situations  in  which  the 
religion  of  a Protestant  candidate 
might  become  a political  issue. 

ALTHOUGH  he  is  still  listed 
as  a member  in  good  standing  of 
the  Friends  meeting  of  East 
Whittier,  Calif.,  Nixon  and  his 
family  regularly  attend  the  Met- 
ropolitan Memorial  Methodist 
Church  in  Washington.

HISTORICALLY,  textiles  have 
played  an  important  and  roman- 
tic role.  Miss  Gardner  said.  For 
example,  she  said,  the  apprecia- 
tion for  beautiful  lace  is  almost, 
as  old  as  the  appreciation  for 
beauty  itself.  From  its  beginning 
its  only  purpose  has  been  decora-  > 
tlon.  its  creation  an  art,  its  pos- 
session a luxury. 

Just  as  Renaissance  painting 
began  in  Italy  and  .spread  north- 
ward to  France,  Flanders.

gium,  and  England,  so  did  lace- 
making, said  Miss  Gardner.
